Title given it by the Chaldee Para- 


phraſt is, Songsand Hymns, which 
Solomon the Prophet, the King of 
Ijrael, utter'd by the Spirit of 
Prophecy before the Lord, the 
Lord of all the World, The ex- 
treme Reverence the Jews had for it, 
as containing Divine Myſteries of 
the higheſt rank, was the reaſon of 


their prohibiting their Children to 


read it (as well as the firſt Chapter 
of Geneſis, and both the beginning 
and end of the Prophecy of Ezekiel) 
till they arriv/d at 3o years of Age.

Chriſtian Writers, both Antient and 
Modern, ſo generally agree in the 
Divine Original of this Song, that 
it is as needleſs as it would be endleſs 
t0 name "em. 

"Tis true, this Poem treats of 
two Lovers, ſometimes under ths 
charatter of a Shepherd and Shep- 
herdeſs, and ſometimes under that 
of a Prince and Princeſs. But 
does it thence follow that it has not

is here, as is evident not only from 
what has been already ſaid, but 
from the improbable things that will 
reſult from the contrary ſuppoſition, 
For inſtance, if Solomon were oxe 
of the principal Sabjetts of this 
Song, is it to be imagined that he 
would ſpeak ſo largely in his own 
praiſe, and magni] fy his own Beauty + 
to ſo high a degree ?

0n its exter- 
val Form, to ſeek a more uſeful 
and agreeable Entertainment, in 
getting a ſolid and experimental 
knowledg and reliſh of thoſe Spiri- 
tual Myſteries it contains, 

I have attempted in the enſuing 
Sheets to give a Verſion of this 
Divine Drama ; in which [| have 
endeavoured to keep as cloſe as I 
well could to the Terms, or how- 
ever to the Senſe ; to be modeſt and 
ſparing in paraphraſing ; to leave 
Paſſages capable of various probable
